Griffith—Spiece: That ac- 
counts be paid. 

Spiece—Griffith: That in ac- 
cordance with request of E. G. 
leavin: his application for ex- 
change of lots 18 to 20, block 99, 
for lots 8 to 10, bloelk 58, be can- 
celled. 

Griffith—Hazell: That ap- 
plication of Jas. Smalley for 
lot 8, block 25, at $25 and 1922 
taxes ; and T. McFadden for 
lots 10 and 11, block 6, at $10.00 
eachand 1922 taxes, be accepted, 
also the-application of W. G. 
Walker for exchange of lots 11 
and 12, block 73, for lots 9 and 
10, block 58, be accepted. 

Spiece—Hazell : That in 
view of condition in which hall 
is left, and complaint of dam- 
age to property, that secretary 
write Rev. J. E. Collins that the 
Boys’ Clubs will have to secure 
other quarters.

Storing Of 
Vegetables 


How Best to Keep Perishable Farm 
Products afid Where 

An earth pit, a cellar under the 
barn driveway, a cellar under a build- 
ing, and an isolated cellar provide 
four ways in which farmers can best 
store their field roots and other 
perishable products, Methods in 
which the three cellars can be con- 
structed or adapted for the purpose 
are described in Pamphlet No. 10, new 
series, of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. The earth pit is 
fully dealt with in Exhibition Circular 
No. 57, and is therefore omitted in 
this pamplet. Besides giving minute 
particulars of the nature and amount 
of material required in each instance, 
the plans submitted have been design- 
ed with an eye to simplicity and econ- 
omy in construction. 

It is pointed out that the elements 
to be first considered for the preserva- 
tion of vegetables in their natural 
State are ventilation, ternperature, 
moisture, drainage, depth and loca- 
tion. All these matters are taken 
into consideration. The cellar under 
the barn driveway is of course intend- 
ed only for the keeping of feed for the 
livestock. The plan given provides 
for a cellar 14 feet by 20 feet inside 
with a storage capacity of 750 bus- 
hels based on a depth of 5 feet. The 
cellar under a building is so nearly 
like the other cellars that no special 
description is thought necessary. 
Three types of an isolated cellar are 
dealt with and designated as C1, C32, 
and ©3 respectively, Cl is a type 
that has been tried with success for 
eight years at Lethbridge, Alta., Ex- 
perimental Station, and C2 one that 
has been in use at Rosthern, Sask., 
Station for half that time, also with 
Satisfactory results. The one has a 
capacity of 880 bushels and the other 
of 1,500 bushels each based on a depth 
of 5 feet. C3 is different from the 
others, principally in the matter of 
its roof, ,two methods for forming 
which are given. It is also a little 
more expensive. If the soil be sandy 
and the ground high, the most favor- 


ee 


able conditions are offered for the 
cellars. 

Many Nondescript Hogs 
Hogs to Grade Select Must be of 


Bacon Type 
Dominion Livestock Commissioner 
States that Canada today has more 
nondescript hogs than she had ten 
years ago, and that the general lack 


of high quality is apparent in almost 


every province. In substantiation of 


this statement he gives an estimate 
of the hogs that would probably grade 
as select for bacon purposes. 


In On- 
tarlo and Prince Edward Island the 
figures are from 365 to 40 per-cent.; in 
Manitoba, from 80 to 35 per cent.; in 
Quebec, from 20 to 25 per cent.; in 
Saskatchewan, from 15 to 20 per 
cent.; and in Alberta, from 10 to 15 
per cent. This indicates pretty clear- 
ly the extent to which hogs are being 
bred to the bacon type in the several 
provinces. Right breeding is at the 
root of the matter, and there is evi- 
dently plenty of room for improve- 
ment in this direction. It is gratify- 
ing to learn from the same authority 
that increased purchase of breeding 
stock was noted during the past win- 
ter as this cannot fail to have a favor- 
able effect in the quality of produc 
tion in the near future. In the ab- 
sence of sows of the bacon type, a 
strong infusion of that type through 
the use of suitable boars would great- 
ly improve the bacon quality of the 
thick-smooth type of hogs, which pre- 
dominate in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta and exist’ to a considerable ex- 
tent in Western Ontario. 


Meaning of Red Sunsets 


Timely Warning When Seen During 
Hurricane Season 

An approaching hurricane may af- 
fect the atmosphere and the rays of 
light passing through it for more than 
a thousand miles, says the Scientific 
American. When a true flame-color 
ed sunset is seen during the hurricane 
season below the 85th parallel, even 
when there is no particular fall in 
pressure, it is wise to hurry to safety. 
Phis awe-inspiring phenomenon may 
precede the sea swell and upper cloud 
movements by from twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours, and may be the only 
timely warning of the dangerous tro- 
pical storm of smal! diameter.

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Canadians East And West 
Have Launched Campaign 


ore Tree Planting

Throughout Canada the greatest ac- 
tivity and enthusiasm has prevailed 
this year in regard to forest tree 
planting, It is safe to say that more 
trees have been planted in the spring 
of 1922 than in any previous spring in 
the history of Canada. In the east- 
ern provinces and on the prairies, the 
cities, towns and villages have plant- 
ed trees by the thousand along the 
streets, and in the parks, and where 
provincial highways have been con- 
structed trees have been planted 
along these under a_ systematized 
plan. These are all shade and orna- 
mental trees and they are planted for 
aesthetic rather than economic rea- 
sons. At the same time on the 
prairies, especially the planting of 
trees In urban centres helps along the 
movement in rural districts. But 
the movement has not ended there. 
In addition to the five or six million 
trees sent out by the Indian Head and 
Saskatoon Dominion Forest Nursery 
Stations to farmers to plant shelter 
belts all over the prairies and those 
sent out for like purposes and to re- 
store woodlots from the Ontario and 
Quebec Nursery Stations at St. Wil 
liams and Berthierville, respectively, 
there has been a much larger planting 
and seeding of purely forest trees 
than ever before. The Dominion 
Government Forestry Branch has 
planted trees at Petawawa, Ontario, 
forest experiment station and on a 
number of its forest reserves in the 
prairie provinces to a total number of 
about 150,000; several of the big pulp 
and lumber companies have done con- 
siderable planting, and there has been 
a forward movement in the municipal 
forest plantations in Quebec and On- 
tario. In the latter province the 
scheme of county and township for- 
ests devised last year was put into 
active operation. .In Simcoe county 
the first tree in the county forest plot 
of one thousand acres, near Camp 
Borden, was planted by the warden 
with appropriate ceremonies. It is 
expected the whole plot will be plant- 
ed in ten years. In the same county 
two townships and one yillage planted 
plots of ten acres each, and in Nor- 
folk county twenty thousand seedlings 
as-a beginning were planted on the 
municipal forest. Other townships 
set out trees and the counties ot 
York, Ontario, and Durham, are lay- 
ing out nurseries and getting ready 
to start next year,

Bogey of German Menace 


Stands in Way of Prosperity Says 


Lord Beaverbrook 

Lord Beaverbrook, the principal 
guest at a luncheon given by the Lon- 
don Commercial Club said he was glad 
to see, though some of them had been 
predicting the approach of prosperity 
for weeks past, that now they found 
themselves supported by many public 
men, including the President of the 
Board of Trade. 

He knew of only one impediment 
which stood in the way, and that was 
a bogey man. It was, as it used to 
be, the German menace. Before the 
war the German menace was of an 
industrial character. They were go- 
ing to deprive us of our industry; they 
were going to take from us our mar- 
kets, How we were golng to be de- 
stroyed by the collapse and ruin of 
Germany. German finance was rush- 
ing through a mad period of inflation, 
which he prophesied would lead to a 
crash, which must involye repudia- 
tion, before we saw conditions resum- 
ing their normal state again. Our 
public men were concerning them- 
selves about the restoration of condi- 
tions In Central Europe, while near at 
home, over the Irish Channel, lay a 
market buying from us 200 millions a 
year, or more than ten times the 
goods we sold to Germany. Let them 
turn away from Central Europe to 
where the light of dawning prosperity 
was beginning to fertilize the fields of 
England, Scotland and Ireland, of Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Amefica, and other 
foreign markets, where British com- 
merce and industry would prosper, 
even though there was no real awak- 
ening in Central Europe.

A Commercial Country 


Will Greenland become a_ great 
commercial centre and a port of call 
for travellers between Europe and 
America?
